Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on 9/29/2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission: Applicant 
responded: "in order to be responsive to the restriction requirement, applicants elect the following markers for prosecution in the 
present application. The table below identifies the marker, its SEQ ID NO, the haplogroup with which the marker is associated, and 
the exemplary primer pair noted in the specification useful in detecting the marker" (Response Pgs. 8-9). However this election is not 
responsive to the restriction for requirement prepared by the examiner on 8/27/2003. The present election is drawn to 10 different 
markers from 10 different haplogroups, each having different SEQ ID NOS: and 20 different SEQ ID NOS: that are used as primers to 
amplify each of the 10 different elected markers belonging to each a different haplogroup. Although the examination of one 
combination is provided for by the MPEP as cited previously, the examiner intended to require in her previous restriction requirement, 
that the one combination be a single haplogroup, (ie one of groups I-X), consisting of at most 10 sequences(Markers and primer pairs 
that all correspond to the elected Haplogroup). For example, applicant should elect one of Haplogroups I-X, and a combination of 
markers and primer pairs(together not more than ten) all corresponding to the single elected haplogroup, either as markers or as 
primers that amplify the elected markers within that elected haplogroup. ie, an election of Haplogroup VIII containing Markers M9, 
Ml 75, and M45(SEQ ID NOS:25, and the two other SEQ ID NOS that correspond to M175 and M45 respectively) and the primer 
pairs that amplify each of these markers, totaling 9 sequences would be viewed as responsive if the proper SEQ ID NOS have been 
identified in the specification and sequence compliance is also achieved. Applicant is reminded that upon the determination of 
allowable subject matter of their preliminary election, given the Markush format of claim 1, additional groups/sequences will be 
rejoined to the originally elected subject matter at allowance.
